A Trusted Clerk Embezzles |:

Having Robbed the California Cen- 
‘tral R. R. of Over $1000. 


Another Shocking Accident on the 
Main-Street Car Line. 


The Puente Oil Flelds Booming—Capt. Brock and 
His Foes Still Warriag—A Prisoner's Es- 
cape—An Unknown Man Killed 

by Cars, Ete. 


Everyone who has had business at the 
California Central or California Southern 
Railroad offices in this city in the last eight 
months, knows H. L. McCauley, the chief 
clerk. A young man of about 30 vears, of 
fine physique, handsome face and pleasant 
address, he made hosts of friends. Very 
bright and attentive to business, he won the 
confidence of his employers, and was on the 
high road to promotion. In society he was 
equally a favorite. A few only were aware 
that he had recently been divorced from a 
wife who is supposea to be at present in 
San Francisco. He was engaged to a very 
estimable and beautiful young lady here; 
and the worla seemed to be very pleasantly 
fixed for him. 

But cards and women were too attractive 
for him. Some months ago he had a liaison 
with an inmate of a fashionable brothel; 
and when he became cman’ ged and discarded 
her, she pursued him with her infatuation. 
She even stopped on the street one day be- 
tore the pure girl to whom he was engaged, 

and told her meretricious relation. 
to account by his 
fiancée, but seplained the matter plausibly 
and the difticulty was smoothed over. 

He seems to have fallen to gambling. At 
all events, a comfortable salary was insuffi- 
cieat for his wants. He was intrusted with 
the collection of rents fur the California 
Central—which sub-lets a considerable part 
of itsroom.

Central Railwa mpany. Within the

ONCE MORE. 


Terrible Collison of a Wagon and a 
Street Car. 

At about 6 o’clock last evening, as one of 
the Main street and Agricultural Park line 
of street cars was passing the corner of Fifth 
street, going south, a heavy lumber wagon, 
drawn by an immense draft team, came 
tearing down Fifth street, wild with fright 
and entirely beyond the control of the 
driver. Before a word could be spoken, and

The rear platform of the car 
had been crowded with workmen on their 
way home after their day’s work, and when 
the pole of the wagon was driven with such 
terrific force into the center of the crowd, it 
was nothing short of a miracle that none 
were killed outright. 

Luckily Dr. L E. Cohn was on the car at 
the time of the accident, and was the first to 
recover his presence of mind and call for 

assistance in handling the wounded. In re- 
sponse to his call, a number of men who had 
by this time arrived on the

unhurt, divided into two parties, and w ie 
one party took charge of the hurt and re- 
moved them to the neighboring houses, 
another party released the runaways from 
their entanglement with the rear of the car, 
and, after taking the name of the owner and 
driver of the team, allowed them to goon 
their way. 
It was not until the excitement had par- 
tially cooled down that anything intelligible 
could be learned concerning the condition 
of those who had been so violently hurled 
from the car. It was then found that F. 8. 
Wilson, residing on Orange avenue, had 
received a severe blow in the side from the 
neck-y oke of the runaways, which fractured 
a rib and inflicted severe bruises on other 
parts of his body. Dr. Cohn managed to 
set the rib before inflamation set in, and 
thinks that with a rest for a few days the 
sufferer will be all right again. Another 
man, residing on South Main street, received 
be agg: cut over his eyes, but was not so 
hurt but what he managed, after 
j= 0!

within the scope of your power—I will add, 
duty—to protect all persons residing within 
yous city against that which threatens their 

ealth, comfort or welfare, and to enlarge 
this.power in municipalities the State Con- 
stitution, Art. I1., Sec. 11, gives to this city 
the power to pass such policy and sanitary 
regulations as do not conflict with general 
laws. In this you have ample power to 
abate any nuisance, whether in a China- 
town or elsewhere, and when you have, 
upon proper evidence, determined that a 
nuisance has been created, you may deal 
with it effectually. It is in my judgment, 
time to determine that if the Chinaman is 
to remain amongst us he should conform in 
a degree to our mode of habitation, or at 
least to some mode not offensive to the 
senses and prejudicial to the public health.

Political Preferences of Soldicrs. 


The letter of Gen. Rosecrans on the 
Grand Army of the Republic brings to 
the front again the question of whether 
a majority of the Union soldiers were 
Democrats or Republicans. We agree 
with the Chicago Inter-Ocean in claim- 
ing with confidence that the majority 
of the men who volunteered from 
strong Republican States were Repub- 
licans, and that a fair proportion of 
those from Democratic States were 
Democrats. But during the war the | 
Democrats who favored the war drifted 
away from the Democrats who opposed 
the war and joined the Republican 
party, while the others made up what 
was known as the Democratic party. 

This was the party of Vallandingham 
and of McClellan, and it is known 
how the soldiers voted on the Demo- 
cratic issues of that day. In the Ohio 
election of 1863, which occurred while 
the couutry was depressed by the defeat 
of Rosecrans at Chickamauga, the Ohio 
soldiers in the field cast 41,467 votes 
for Brough, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, and 2288 for Vallanding- 
ham, the Democratic candidate. When 
the result was known in the camps of 
the Army of the Cumberland the sol- 
diers cheered asone man. There were no 
Vallandingham Democrats in the army 
commanded by Gen. Rosecrans, and 
rumor had it that if the army had not 
been defeated at Chickamauga, Rose- 
crans would have been brought for- 
ward as a candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent, on the ticket with Lincoln, as 
square-toed a Republican as ever lived. 

In the Presidential election of 1864 
eleven States permitted their soldiers in 
the field to vote,and the political prefer- 
ence of the soldiers were pretty clearly 
indicated. McClellan was a great fa- 
vorite with the soldiers, and he carried 
more than the strength of his party. 
In the Army of the Potomac a great 
many Republican soldiers voted for 
him. Certainly he was as strong a 
candidate as the Democratic party 
could have put forward to capture the 
soldier vote. Here is the record:

On June 8, 1885, 
J.D. Redding, attorney for the Southern 
Pacific Railroad brought suit to eject Ed- 
ward Poole and H. P. 8. Davis from railroad 
lands situated in the above named counties. 
The land had been patented from the Gov- 
ernment and was valued at $15,000. It 
formed part of a graut made by Congress 
on March 5, 1871. The grant extended from 
Tehachepi to Ft. Yuma, 320 miles, and con- 
sisted of every odd section for twenty miles 
on either side of the track. The defend- 
ants claimed that the railroad was incapable 
of receiving title at that time, and there- 
fore under the terms of the grant forfeited 


the land. The question involved was 
whether the rail was or was not 
capable of receiving the land at that time. 

udge Sawyer, in overruling the demurrer 
of defendants, establishes the title of the 
railroad to the land. The United States 
Land Department authorities have decided 
against the railroads and have given patents 
to settlers.

Two Passenger-Coaches Turned 
Over—Several Passengers Hurt— 
All Have Wonderfal Escapes. 


- 


* On last Sunday afternoon about 3 o’clock, 
the regular passenger train from Santa Bar- 
- bara, bound for this city, was wrecked at a 
point fifteen miles north of Newhall. The 
train consisted of six passenger coaches, in- 
cluding a Pullman sleeper, besides the 
smoking and express cars. The cause of 
the accident was the spreading of the rails 
as the locomotive was making a curve. 
wending around the foothills in a bend of 
the Santa Clara River. The embankment is 
about twenty-five feet high, and as the loco- 
motive reached a culvert at about the center 
of the curve, the force or speed of the train 
was sufficient to separate the rails, throwing 
the engine and coal tender off the track. 
After a few revoiutions on the ties, a gen- 
tleman in the fourth passenger coach pulled 
the bell-rope, and simultaneously the air- 
brakes were put on, and the engine was 
stopped within a distance of about 100 yards 
—being derailed at the brink of the em- 
bankment. Had it gon2 twenty feet further it 
would have undoubtedly rolled over and 
perhaps set fire tothe train. The baggage. 
and express cars, immediately behind the 
tender, rolled down the embankment, turn- 
_ ing over on the side. Wells-Fargo’s a agent, 
named White, the baggage-man and his 
wife, were in the express car. The bag- 
gage-man climbed out of the top side and 
assisted his wife out, and the express-man 

eocaped out of the door of the upturned car 
intoadeep cut in the embankment, and 
came out of the tunnel about twenty feet 
distant, neither of the three being injured. 
L. I. Baaen, recently from London, was in 
the smoker, and as it turned he caught a 
frightened passenger who was attemptin 
to jump out of the window. ‘The man fel 
back upon Baaen, who lost his hold upon a 
seat, and was thrown violently against the 
side of the car, the stove falling upon him, 
but the force of the stove struck against a 
seat, and Baaen escaped with only a bad cut 
over the left eye and a few bruises. C. M. 
Bradford, of New York, who is visiting his 
brother at 1 ’asadena, was in the first pas- 
senger coach, and was thrown against the 
opposite seat, and then frem one side to the 

other as the coach turned, inflicting painful 
wounds and perhaps internal in} jeaies. Dr. 
Harkness, who attended him, thought his 
right ribs were ” sli htly fractured. 

C. C. Sweet, of Michigan, who was in the 
same coach was wounded in the left shoul- 
der, his hurts being perhaps the most seri- 
ous of all. R. P. Waite, of East Los An- 
geles, a nephew to Mr. Berry, of the Herald, 
sustained a slight cut over the forehead; 
and Mr. Berry, of the Herald, was slightly 
bruised in the small of the back by being 
thrown against the side of the car. 

The first passenger coach was tipped over 
atan angle of 45°, with the front wheels 
off the track facing down the embank- 
ment, and the rear wheels switched around 
across the track in the opposite direction. 
The second passenger coach was careened 
at an angle of about 30°, the other two 
remaining coaches having been merely 
derailed. The entire six cars pursued an 
ugly zigzag line, with the smoker and bag- 
gage cars lying flat on their sides down the 
embankment. ‘Those in the reclining and 
Pullman coaches scarcely knew of the dan- 
ger until it was over. 

There were about 150 passengers on the 
train, and, considering the confusion and 
great danger, the escape from greater in- 
jury and loss of life may be considered 
as marvelous. About half an hour after 
the accident a freight train with men and 
implements came up, and work was begun 
in clearing the rails from the track. And 
in a few moments the San Francisco excur- 
sion train from Santa Barbara came up, 
when medical aid was furnished, and those 

who were not too excited to eat were re- 
freshed with dinner.

This sudden change ot 
orders, to pacify the impatient passengers 
who were on comfortable cars at Newhall, 
was unjust, to say the least, to those who 
were left at the wreck in the cold, especially 
after being told that the tratn "would im- 
mediately return for them.

The following paper was read before 


_the recent. Mining Engineers’ Conven- 


tion at Dresden: A huridred years ago 
le were still in doubt whether 
atmospheric air is a mechanical mix- 
ture or a chemical combination of its 
chief elements—oxygen and nitrogen. 
The fact that the two gases could be so 
easily separated was in favor of its be- 
ing a compound, whilst the extra- 
ordinary constancy of its proportional 
composition seemed to indicate a 
chemical combination. The interest in 
this problem ceased rapidly as soon as 
it was proven with certainty that 
oxygen and nitrogen of the atmos- 
phere exist beside each other ina free 
state, and that the extraordinary and 
never-subsiding motion of the aeric 
ocean, which is produced by the influ- 
ence of sunbeams, causes a constant 
and intimate mixture of its elements. 
Later - investigations proved that 
solar radience, besides this merely 
mechanical influence, exercises alsoa 
chemical, or rather a chemico physio- 
logical, influence to preserve the con- 
stancy of its mixture. It was further 
recognized at an early date that atmos- 
pheric air always and everywhere con- 
tains some carbonic acid. But its 
amount seemed to be too insignificant 
a share to be worth any attention; yet, 
how enormous is the absolute magni- 
tude which this small proportion of car- 
bonic acid in the air constitutes, 
considering the great expanse of the 
atmosphere. This was notfully under- 
stood until man’s horizon extended; 


’ watil his perceptive faculty grew and 


his intellectual eye succeded in de- 
termining the weight of this our earth 
and its atmosphere. Then the impos- 
ing transmigration of carbon taking 
place in the atmosphere were recog- 
nized. It was stated that all carbonic 
acid which enters into the air by com- 
bustion, respiration, decay, and other- 
wise, is converted under the influence 
of sunlight through the vegetable king- 
dom into organized carbon combina- 
tions—viz., into plants—and the liber- 
ated oxygen returns into the atmos- 
phere. As this change takes place on 
a large scale it is the chief condition of 
aconstant composition of the atmos- 
phericair. Thus the carbonié acid is 
se as food for the vegetable 

ingdom, and the aeric ocean serves as 
a storehouse, the stock of which by this 
unceasing exchange is kept at a con- 
stant level. Since our observations 
were recorded, which certainly is no 
longer than a few hundred years, the 
amount of carbonic acid in atmospheric 
air remained almost unchanged. 

But geology tells us that there has 
been an age in which the atmosphere 
was more saturated. In the early era 
the temperature of our planet, being 
like that of a hot-house, produced a 
gigantic flora which later on in its de- 
cline formed the large coal deposits on 
earth. .The same carbonic acid which 
in immemorial times roared: and 
stormed through the high calamities of 
the palezoic era, sunk as a petrified 
vegetable organism into a long and 
death-like sleep, awaiting a new resur- 
rection in our days. It is the miner 
who awakens it to a new life, which 
means a new chemical activity, and 
civilized mankind are busily engaged 
to restore it to the great circulation of 
nature. Thus the man of our century 
heats with the glow which was blazing 
down upon earth long before men were 
living on its surface, and it is this heat 
to which the present time owes the 
gigantic development by which itis 
characterized. 

Compare conditions of today with 
those fifty: years ago in countries 
where large industries exist, and you 

hange in 
such a short space of time. t is 
almost a superabundance of force in 
which humankind indulges, since we 
have succeeded in unlocking the coal 
treasures underground, and made them 
subservient to our wants. Man, in- 
deed, fully understood how to put the 
talent in his trust on usury. 
one hand he is not free from the re- 
lage of profusion, yet on the other 

e must be credited for having lifted 
himself, with the help of the black 
bounty, to an intellectual height which 
never before was attained, not even 
in classical antiquity. | 

Our era is in the full sense of the 
wora an era of combustion. Every- 
where in places of industrial activity 
we see glowing hearths fed with fossil 
carbon; we meet with stationary, with 
movable, and with floating chimneys 
which unceasingly send forth into the 
aeric ocean the gaseous products of 
combustion—viz., carbonic acid. 

The quantum of carbolic acid which 
human-kind at present produces by 
combustion, for either procreation of 
heat or energy, or light for electricity, 
is extraordinary or greatly enhanced in 
comparison to former times. 
done to such an extent that we may’ 
ask whether a reintroduction of carbon, 
which has been latent for many geolog- 
ical periods, into the circulation of the 
terrestrial interchange of matter, by 
the combustion of coal on so largea 
scale, may not possibly cause a change 
of our atmosphere so as to disturb its 
chemical equilibrium. We may de- 
cidedly answer this question in the 
negative. 

The amount of carbon which is 
wrested from the interior of the earth 
by thousands of diligent hands, and by 
other thousands used for combustion, 
is so exceedingly small as to dwindle 
away if compared to the Figantic stock 
contained in our terrestrial atmosphere. 
The difference is so insignificant—not 
over 4-100 of 1 per cent.—that it could 
not be determined by the most minute 
methods of investigation. 

_From these and similar considera- 
tions we learn modesty when we com- 

are human -work to that of nature. 

an’s hand is too weak to interfere 
noticeably with the imposing mechan- 
ism of the cosmic gear. We work ona 
small scale and too slowly to disturb 
the equilibrium of the proportions rul- 
ing the earth. This, our smallness, 
must not affect or oppress us. In spite 
of it our time is great—the greatest in 
which human-kind has lived. We may 
indulge in comparisons like those we 
made, but an estimation of our works 
must be done according to kuman 
measure, for, we are simply men. ¥ 


EGYPTIAN BEAUTIES, 


The Wonderful Complexion of the 
Daughters of Pharaoh. 
{Washington Republicar.) 

The Egyptian princesses were re- 
or their beauty above all the 
women of the earth, from the earliest 
records down to Cleopatra’s time. ‘‘As 
beautiful as a princess of Egypt!” was 
the superlative of comparison.

tion, as rosewater is now made, and 
was in aS common use among the 
Egyptian women as rosewater is with 
the American. The adipo-ere was pre- 
pared in some. way by which the 
saccharized oil was extracted, making 
it identical with our glycerine, by 
removing the waxy portion of the fatty 
matter. 

Liebig took the trouble to make the 
bath first with rabbit adipocere, and 
then with the refined products. its 
sweet oil, so that he obtained the identi- 
cal “bath of Isis.”’ He gave it to his 
friends to experiment with, and they 
found the former good and the latter 
excellent. He afterward made it from 
our rosewater and glycerine, and this 
was much better than either of the 
others. The proportions vary. To 
keep the skin soft, one-third glycerine 
to two-thirds of rosewater, and this 
was probably the proportions. in the 
“bath of Isis,’ as its simbol was thus 
subdivided; but Liebig’s experiments 
showed that half-and-half were about 
the proportions when bringing the

The 
reason why our women have such bad 
skins is because they are not cleanly. 
The Egyptians were the healthiest peo- 
ple ever known, and this was because 
they were the {cleanest. Linen was 
never worn the second time without 
The Princesses bathed in 
diluted Jotus water many times daily, 
and night and morning used the ‘bath 
of Isis.’

One more halter lesson is yet to be 
given, and a very important one, 
namely, to teach him to stand tied 
without pulling on the halter. See 
that the halter is strong in every ay, fore 
and that the ring or bar to which it is 
to be fastened cannot be pulled out or 
broken. In the case of a colt two or 

years old it would be advisable 
to have, in addition to the halter, a 
strap around its neck, with a strong 
rope and fastened the right length to 
receive a portion of the strain. But 
this is not necessary with the colt we 
are now training. 

Having adjusted the halter, lead the 
colt into the stall and made the halter 
fast and pass out quickly. The colt 
will naturally want to follow, and when 
he feels the restraint, will be likely to 
pull. If the floor is plank and alittle 
slippery, so that he falls, all the better. 
Let him get up when he chooses to. 
He will not be likely to make the sec- 
ond trial. Leave him, but keep within

The Destructive gg or Torpedoes. 
{Iron 

The destructive power of torpedoes 
was recently illustrated in the Resist- 
ance experiments; but no exact ac- 
count‘of their actual has yet been pub- 
lished, as far ag we know, of their use 
in action warfare. Although the de- 
struction of the Chinese corvette Yang 
Wo during the fight between the 
French and .the Chinese at Foochow 
has almost been forgotten, no authentic 

report of the encounter has ever 
reached us. The account just given of 
the annihilation of the Chinese vessel 
by a close eye witness is therefore 
or interesting. The writer says 
that the French flag-ship had two tor- 
pedo boats attached to her at the gang- 
ways. The ship was about 300 yards 
below the Yang Wo. As_ soon 
as the firin commenced, both 
boats attacked the Chinese ves- 
sel. The first one fired her tor- 
pedo directly under the Yang Wo’s 
after gangway—starboard side. No 
damage whatever was done to the 
ship; but the officer in charge of the tor- 
pedo boat was wounded in the chest by 
the return action of the torpedo. The 
other had in the meantime attacked 
the ship forward, a little abaft the 
cathead, on the same side. This tor- 
pedo was in direct contact with the 
ship. The effect was that, when the 
torpedo exploded, it penetrated the fore 
magazine, or rather the fire from it 
did. This blew up, and the whole for- 
ward part of the s ip was demolished. 
This all happened within three min- 
utes. The remainder of the wreck 
drifted ashore, and burned for several 
days. The Yang Wo was a wooden 
corvette of fourteen guns. The tor- 
pedoes used were booms—contact ones.
